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The Bishop’s Page 


My dear people. 

There is every indication that Edmonton is 
destined to become a BIG city. But Edmonton can 
become a GREAT city only if her spiritual resources 
keep pace with the development of her material 
resources. The Church has the power, divinely 
planted, to be the fashioner of the life of cities. 
It is therefore pertinent to ask ourselves where 
the Church of England stands in relation to the 
developments which are taking place around us 
on every hand, and for which, under God, we are 
responsible. 

It is possible for individual churchmen to be¬ 
come so immersed in the affairs of their own par¬ 
ishes that they fail to see the city-wide church or 
diocesan church, so I am asking where do we stand 
in the diocese and in the city of Edmonton? Are 
we growing with the city and the Province What 
are our prospects for the immediate future? These 
are questions of concern to every loyal churchman, 
and indeed every farsighted citizen. 

It is the privilege, almost the exclusive privi¬ 
lege, of the Bishop to see the plans of the whole 
diocese as they are formed and carried out. Would 
that it were different and that a large number of 
our churchmen could be definitely and personally 
interested in, and aware of what is happening in 
each individual parish and mission, especially in 
the country. The following survey of the diocese, 
while it will not aim at completeness, will serve 
to indicate in broad outline the way in which our 
people in town, city and country have responded 
to the needs of the Church. If the emphasis falls 
upon the material progress we have made, it is 
because such progress lights up for us in simple 
concrete terms the loyalty and devotion and ser¬ 
vice of the average churchman. 

STIPENDS OF MISSIONARY CLERGY 

In 1946, by resolution of General Synod, the 
stipends of missionary clergy were raised from 
$1,200.00 to $1,400.00 per year. In 1949 there will 
be a further increase, to bring the minimum up 
to $1,600.00 per year. In this advance our people 
will be giving $3,400.00 per year more for the 
stipends of missionary clergy. At the same time, 
by assessment on all parishes, we were able to 
pay the gas and oil bills of rural clergy, plus 
$100.00 for major car expenses. To provide for 
this involved a further increase of $4,060.00 per 
year in local diocesan giving. You will therefore 
see that since 1946 we have increased our mission¬ 
ary giving by a total sum of $7,460.00 per year. 
I am happy to say that in order to meet these in¬ 
creases we have not called upon the Missionary 


Society of the Canadian Church for any additional 
help. 

GENERAL ADVANCE IN THE DIOCESE 
OUTSIDE THE CITY OF EDMONTON 
STIPENDS 

The Parishes of Camrose and Wainwright have 
voluntarily increased the stipend of their ministers 
to $1,800.00; Vermilion and Fort Saskatchewan 

expect to do so at once. (These are self-supporting 
parishes). 

CHURCHES 

New churches have been built at Camrose 
($15,000.00) and Grand Centre. Fort Saskatche¬ 
wan will begin their new church in the spring. 
The Parish of Vegreville bought a former Presby¬ 
terian Church and have completely refitted it as 
a beautiful place of worship at considerable cost. 
At Marwayne an unused church was moved into 
the town to serve this thriving centre. 

RECTORIES—Outside the City ol Edmonton 

New Rectories have been provided at Edger- 
ton, Tofield and Ponoka, and extensive work has 
been done on the rectories at Fort Saskatchewan, 
Barrhead, Westlock, Mannville, Clandonald, One¬ 
way, Edson and Sedgewick. Approximately $25,- 
000.00 have been spent on rectories in the diocese 
outside the city of Edmonton during the past three 
years. This sum was raised by local congregations 
and by my appeal to the diocese. 

PARISH HALLS 

New Parish Halls have been built at Sedge¬ 
wick and Mannville, and a building bought for a 
Parish Hall at Gibbons. 

This bald statement of facts represents on the 
part of our people a keen sense of responsibility, 
and a great deal of hard work. It has been one 
of my greatest privileges to have a share in the 
plans from the beginning; to follow the progress 
of the work, and to rejoice with my people upon 
its completion. 

Before I turn to consider the state of the Church 
in the city of Edmonton, let me remind you in 
passing that during the past three years we have 
raised and sent to Headquarters $63,000.00 as 
our allotment in the Anglican Advance Appeal. 
We pledged a total of $69,7662.80, and we confi¬ 
dently expect that the whole amount will be paid. 

I dare not forbear to mention also, that, through 
the efforts of the Elizabeth House Guild, we have 
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raised and spent on Elizabeth House approxi¬ 
mately $25,000.00. 

THE STATE OF THE CHURCH IN THE 

CITY OF EDMONTON 

CLERGY 

In 1941 there were seven clergy in full time 
parish work in the city. In 1948 there were thirteen. 
We have therefore practically doubled our staff 
since the end of the war. This is part of our answer 
to the question, "Are we growing with the city?" 
As soon as more clergy become available we shall 
further increase the staff. Holy Trinity Church, for 
example, has been waiting for several years for 
an assistant to Canon Nainby. 

RECTORIES IN THE CITY 

New Rectories have been built at St. Faith's, 
St. Mary's and Christ Church. St. Paul's and 
St. Peter's have bought houses for their clergy. 
The total expenditure for Rectories in the city has 
been $39,300.00. 

NEW PARISHES 

St. John the Evangelist on the South Side had 
a tenuous existence for some years, but came to 
vigorous life with the appointment of a full time 
priest in 1946. Starting from scratch, this new 
parish has now a current budget of $4,000.00, and 


has built the major portion of a new and attractive 
church at the cost of about $15,000.00. Already 
the portion of the church that has been completed 
is inadequate, and in 1949 the building will be 
completed at a cost of, approximately, an addi¬ 
tional $12,000.00. This is a story of a rector and 
people working together enthusiastically and 
harmoniously to establish the Church firmly in a 
rapidly growing area of the city. 

ST. PAUL'S. JASPER PLACE 

This new parish is as old as the diocese. It will 
actually celebrate its 35th anniversary in 1949. 
But it has been moved about in the extreme west 
end of the city several times, and has never really 
had a chance to settle down. At last it came into 
its own on its present strategic site in 1945. With 
the appointment of a fulltime parish priest its de¬ 
velopment parallels that of St. John's. A rectory 
was bought in 1947 at a cost of $6,800.00. The old 
church building was rehabilitated, to be used 
temporarily both as a Church and a Parish Hall. 
Now plans are well advanced for the erection of 
a new church at an approximate cost of $25,000.00. 
This work will begin in the spring. It is impossible 
not to feel thankful and, indeed, proud of the way 
in which the rector and the people of St. Paul's 
have rallied to the challenge that that part of 
Edmonton represents. 

ST. MARY'S, HIGHLANDS 

Another new old parish. Step by step, since 
the appointment of a full time parish priest in 1946, 
St. Mary's has grown. This year a new rectory 
was built on the church property at a cost of $11,- 
000.00. In 1947 the church was moved on to a new 
foundation, with a view to its ultimate use as a 
Parish Hall. The choir rooms, vestries, etc., of the 
proposed new church were built to provide neces¬ 
sary temporary accommodation. The cost of this 
church building operation was $6,500. The next 
urgent step for St. Mary's is the building of the 
church. I am confident that when the time is ripe 
St. Mary's will plan and carry through this major 
project with the same sturdy self-reliance which 
has characterized their progress during the past 
two years. 

ST. MARK'S CHURCH 

In 1946, St. Mark's embarked upon its separate 
parish existence, after years of being joined to 
St. Mary's. In this first year of its life it made 
amazing progress, and this has been steadily 
maintained—the annual income is three times 
what it was prior to 1946. A new housing area 
which has developed in the partish provides a 
challenge to which the people of St. Mark's have 
responded. Already provided with an adequate 
church and rectory, and a less adequate Parish 
Hall, no major building programme has been in¬ 
volved. But this year the parish plans to put their 
Parish Hall upon a new foundation, and to effect 
other necessary major repairs at a cost of $3,000.00. 
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ST. PETER'S WITH CALDER 

As noted before, St. Peter's church had pro¬ 
vided a Rectory for the minister at a cost of 
$6,500.00. The stipend of the rector has been in¬ 
creased during the. year to $1,800.00. At Calder, 
during the past few years, very extensive improve¬ 
ments have been made to the church, and last 
year to the Parish Hall. St. Peter's is begining to 
realize the benefit from the new housing area 
which has sprung up within the parish recently. 
Plans for the extension of the Church and for a 
new Parish Hall are being considered. 

ST. FAITH'S WITH ST. MICHAEL'S 

There are now two clergy at St. Faith's. The 
Reverend G. W. Wilson joined the staff in 1947, 
and was appointed assistant to the rector and 
St. Michael's was added to the parish. The Rectory 
was built in 1944 at a cost of $6,000.00. The Parish 
Hall has been sold and plans are now well in 
hand for a new Church and Parish Hall. It is ex¬ 
pected that the annual meeting will approve the 
plans, and that next spring a beginning will be 
made. The estimated cost of the Church and Parish 
Hall is $80,000.00. The old church has been out¬ 
grown, and further progress depends upon the 
provision of an adequate place of worship to pro¬ 
vide for the greatly increased congregations. 

ST. STEPHEN'S CHURCH 

Since 1946 extensive repairs and redecorations, 
both of the Church and the Rectory, have been 
completed. A new organ has been installed. The 
cost of these improvements was about $1,500.00. 
A great deal of the labour was voluntary. In 1947 
the stipend of the parish priest was increased to 
$2,000.00 a year. Some comparitive budget figures 
will serve to mark the increasing strength of the 
parish. In 1945 the budget was $1,900.00, in 1949 
it is $3,500.00. 

HOLY TRINITY CHURCH 

During 1948 Holy Trinity has built a handsome 
new Parish Hall at a cost of about $40,000.00. 
This necessary addition, in harmony with the pres¬ 
ent fine Church, provides the most adequate equip¬ 
ment of any of our city churches. The only 
project which now remains to be done is that 
of the Rectory, for which lots have been bought 
near the church site. A comparison of the budget 
figures for 1943 and 1948 indicates the way in 
which the work has grown—1943, $10,500.00; 
1948, $13,500.00. 

ST. LUKE'S 

St. Luke's, also on the South Side, is now bene- 
fitting from the large housing projects during the 
past few years, and I have every confidence the 
parish will quickly move to full self support under 
the leadership of Canon Wallis. 

CHRIST CHURCH 

A new Rectory was completed early in 1948 at 
a cost of about $11,600.00. The increasing strength 


of the parish is indicated also by a comparison of 
the budget figures for 1942 and 1947. In 1942 
the total budget was $8,728.00. In 1947 the budget 
was increased to $12,620.00. 

ALL SAINTS' CATHEDRAL 

I come in conclusion to consider the Mother 
Church of the diocese. Here we face our major 
building programme—a Cathedral Church and 
Parish Hall. The congregation has collected for this 
purpose the sum of $23,000.00. The first unit to be 
built, which is the Parish Hall, will cost about 
$63,000.00. We therefore need $40,000.00 before 
we can begin. 

The progress of the Cathedral during the past 
few years is indicated by comparative budget 
figures. In 1942 it was $10,670.00 and in 1947 it 
was increased to $19,274.00. 

It is expected that the congregation will ap¬ 
prove the plan to intensify a campaign for funds 
to enable building on a scale and in a style much 
mere costly than would be necessary, or desirable, 
if the Cathedral were an ordinary parish church. 
For this reason the carrying out of the plans must 
become the concern of the Bishop and the diocese. 
The first unit to be built will provide accommoda¬ 
tion for the Bishop's office and Synod Office, as 
well as rooms for the Cathedral congregation. With 
confidence I shall therefore appeal to the whole 
diocese as scon as a final decision is reached on 
the only outstanding question—When shall we 
begin? 

I have made no attempt here to give a full pic¬ 
ture of the state of the Church, either in the diocese 
or in the city, but what I have done will, I am 
sure, help you to see in broad outline the things 
that have been undertaken in order that we may 
more adequately serve our generation. In the very 
nature of the case the personal aspect of our ad¬ 
vance has been omitted, but, as indicated above, 
there has gone into this work the thoughts, the 
hearts, the prayers and the money of the average 
churchman. 

I should also like to express my personal pride 
and satisfaction in the clergy, under whose leader¬ 
ship and devotion all this has been accomplished.

New Centre of Work 
at Edson 

The establishment of three missionary 
priests at Edson is intended to revive 
the spirit and method of the original 
Edmonton Mission of 1910. This gener¬ 
ation of Churchmen has almost forgot¬ 
ten what that Mission was, so a word 
of explanation is necessary. 

In the year 1910 the two Archbishops 
of the Provinces of Canterbury and 
York issued an appeal to the Church 
of the Motherland to reinforce the re¬ 
sources of Western Canada, both with 
men and money, in order to meet an 
extremely difficult and critical situa¬ 
tion in Western Canada. With the ex¬ 
tension westward of the great railway 
system a tremendous flood of immi¬ 
grants poured into Western Canada—- 
1,300,000 immigrants came between 
the years 1900-1910. The population of

The Reverend George A. Robinson 
will join the Edson group at the end 
of February. He comes to us from 
Hamilton, Ontario. He is a graduate 
in Honours English of McMaster Uni¬ 
versity (1944) in that city, and of 
Trinity College in Divinity (1947). In 
1946 he was accepted as an Oblate 
Novice of S.S.J.D. and in February of 
this year will be allowed to take his 
first annual vows as an Oblate of the 
Order. Mr. Robinson was ordained 
Deacon and Priest by the Bishop of 
Niagara in 1946 and 1947 respectively. 
Since Ordination he has been assistant 
to the Reverend Canon A. T. F. Holmes, 
Rector of the Church of St. John the 
Evangelist, Hamilton. We are glad that 
Mr. Robinson has been led to throw 
in his lot with us and to exercise his 
ministry in the building up of the 
Church life in the West. He will find 
a warm welcome everywhere and our 
prayers will continue to be offered for 
him in the work to which he has been 
called. 


Alberta increased 440%. The Arch¬ 
bishops' appeal was designed to meet 
this critical situation which was en¬ 
tirely beyond the resources of the Cana¬ 
dian Church. 

During the years 1910-1911 the Mis¬ 
sion was established, with headquar¬ 
ters in Edmonton. The staff at the end 
of 1911 consisted of nine clergy and 
fourteen laymen. In 1913 the number

One of the "trio" who comes to us 
from Toronto to share our life and to 
exercise his ministry in Edson and dis¬ 
trict.

was increased to thirteen clergy and 
twenty-one laymen (including several 
women workers). By the end of 1914 
there were seventeen clergy and 
twenty-one laymen. The stipends, tra¬ 
velling costs, buildings and other neces¬ 
sary equipment for this staff, as well 
as the men, were supplied through the 
Archbishops’ appeal. Many Church 
sites were bought, Churches and Mis¬ 
sion houses erected. 

The outbreak of war in 1914 result¬ 
ed in the rapid depletion of the staff. 
Many of the Clergy and Laity enlisted 
in the Services. Eleven of them were 
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killed in action. The Mission was, how¬ 
ever, carried on until 1920 according 
to the original agreement, when it was 
hoped the diocese would then be in a 
position to man and to finance the 
work. Before leaving the diocese a capi¬ 
tal sum was handed over, which it was 
hoped would be sufficient to perpetuate 
the work so well begun. The revenue 
from this fund has steadily declined 
through greatly reduced interest rates, 
until now it is less than half its original 
amount. However, it is used for pur¬ 
poses within the diocese which are in 
accordance with the terms of the trust. 

THE FIRST STEP 

The first step towards the revival 
of the spirit and intention gf the Ed¬ 
monton Mission will be taken on Janu¬ 
ary 30th, when the Bishop proposed 
to install the Reverend H. W. Buchner, 
the Reverend J. E. Gardiner and the 
Reverend G. A. Robinson into the Mis¬ 
sionary Area centred on Edson—one 
of the areas originally served by the 
Archbishops' Missioners. These three 
clergy will make their headquarters in 
the rectory at Edson, which has been 
completely renovated and made com¬ 
fortable and attractive by the people 
of Edson, without assistance from out¬ 
side. 

The area to be served comprises, in 
addition to the town of Edson itself, 
the Coal Branch, including Cadomin, 
Mountain Park, Luscar and Mercoal on 
one branch, and Stereo, Coal Valley 
and Foothills on the other. In addition, 
the clergy will minister, as far as pos¬ 
sible, to Drayton Valley, Wolf Creek, 
Peers, Hattonford, Evansburg, Entwistle 
and Brightwood. This is a stupendous 
task, but at any rate the whole area 
will be provided with the Church's 
ministrations, if only occasionally. 
During the summer it is hoped to be 
able to supplement the work of the 
clergy by means of Theological Stu¬ 
dents at one or more centres. 

THE MOST IMPORTANT ASPECT 

The first and most important aspect 
of the Edmonton Mission was its pro¬ 
vision for an element of community life 
for unmarried clergy. It was proved up 
to the hilt that the way to make the 
Missioners feel the best inspiration from 
their work, to be able to keep their 
life on the right plane, to be able to 
face difficulties, discouragements and 
the inevitable loneliness was to go 
about their work, for the most part, in 


Theology and Agriculture 

The only significant religion is one 
which starts where man is, and with 
the facts and the problems of that con¬ 
crete situation, and goes with man 
whatever he does and whatever he 
meets. No real religion will submit tp 
detachment from life, because the real 
world knows nothing of watertight 
compartments, and religion is man's 
response to the single meaning of his 
total environment—a response express¬ 
ing itself in worship, personal commit¬ 
tal and conduct. 

Conduct is a function of environment, 
which differs for each country and for 
each type of community in each coun¬ 
try. There can therefore be no stereo¬ 
typed transmission of religion. 

The teacher can lead only when he 
relates the meaning of what is com¬ 
mitted to him to the setting of those 
with whom he has to do. And in con¬ 
sequence merely academic theological 
training is inadequate, and usually 
misleading. Knowledge is required not 
only of theology, but also of local com¬ 
munity, culture and thought-forms. 

Because conduct is a function of en¬ 
vironment, good husbandry, which is 
one mode of man's dealing with en¬ 
vironment, is entirely and unavoid¬ 
ably religious, and is as much a posi¬ 
tive moral obligation as is the precept 
to love our neighbour, which is another 
mode of dealing with environment. 

Therefore, the exploitation or spolia¬ 
tion of soil or stock by any means what¬ 
soever are sins against our neighbour, 
against posterity, against the natural 
order, and against God whose it all is. 


pairs and to share a common life of 
fellowship and worship in a central 
house. This aspect of the Edmonton 
Mission is being revived at Edson. 

In due course it is hoped to establish 
another house, with a similar group, 
at some central point to serve Onoway, 
Wabamun, Duffield, Seba Beach, Pea- 
vine and Mayerthorpe, together with 
the centres adjacent to them. 

This undertaking must be planned 
for and carried through upon our own 
resources, both of men and of money. 
Behind us, in this, is the work of that 
band of gallant Christian gentlemen 
who laid the foundations, and whose 
work we humbly seek to perpetuate 
and to emulate. 


and whose instruments and agents we 
are for its right use. 

The Bible illuminates the moral fac¬ 
tors involved in agriculture, and it is 
only in terms of rural and agricultural 
knowledge and sympathies that the 
Bible can be understood and taught. 

When so understood the sin of bad 
husbandry is clear; and the contra¬ 
diction is exposed which lies in the 
inner life of one who claims to be a 
Christian (with all that is thereby im¬ 
plied for moral conduct) but yet is 
indifferent to the moral claims upon 
him of stock and soil. There is no logi¬ 
cal difference between acquiesence in 
bad farming and acquiescence in un¬ 
chastity. Both alike are wrong dealing 
with environment. 

Consequently those who, as minis¬ 
ters, are "messengers, stewards, and 
watchmen of the Lord, and are or¬ 
dained to lead and to teach His people, 
must know the principles involved in 
the work and life of the people com¬ 
mitted to their charge. If conduct is 
right dealing with environment, right 
conduct cannot be explained and taught 
by one who has no knowledge of en¬ 
vironment. This applies to rural life 
in exactly the same way as it applies 
to economic and industrial life, or to 
the complex relationships of men and 
women which are the foundation of 
the home. The training of a Christian 
minister is incomplete unless it equips 
him to lead, to advise, and to admon¬ 
ish in a rural community. He must be 
alive to ways in which his people can 
fall into sin, and that means that he 
must know the principles of good hus¬ 
bandry. 

When religion and husbandry are 
thus recognized as inseparable the re¬ 
ward is great, alike for the deepening 
and understanding of religion as for 
the appreciation of and reverence for 
the soil, and for an incentive to improve 
technical skill, and to set the economic 
problem properly in its own natural 
moral context. 

Modern agriculture has neglected 
this fact, and has sought to put asun¬ 
der what God has joined, to its own 
detriment and that of religion. There¬ 
fore agricultural principles should be 
taught in theological colleges, and theo¬ 
logical principles in horticultural and 
agricultural colleges; and it is the farm 
home that these two lines most notice¬ 
ably intersect.

A Message from the Primate. 

The General Secretary has outlined 
six imperatives concerning the prac¬ 
tical application in human society of 
the teaching of Our Lord Jesus Christ. 
These imperatives are worthy of care¬ 
ful examination and exact study. 

A seventh imperative, however, may 
well be added, namely, the necessity 
of taking action without delay in put¬ 
ting into effect these fundamental 
truths. We are apt to be complacent, 
indifferent or self-satisfied and to toler¬ 
ate conditions which should be shock¬ 
ing to the Christian conscience. 

I trust that the Lambeth Conference 
Report of 1948 may be carefully studied 
by our clergy and people throughout 
Canada. It contains vital and challeng¬ 
ing material which merits our attention. 
I shall give a brief quotation from the 
Report, related to each of the six im¬ 
peratives set forth in the General Sec¬ 
retary's letter. 

(1) "Concerning Marriage and the 
Family." 

“The only answer to the degenerate 
morality and low standards of marriage 
popularized by many novels and films 
is positive instruction in the Christian 
principles of marriage." 

(2) "Concerning the Dignity and 
Rights of all Men." 

“The Christian doctrine of man is 
the true justification for the recogni¬ 
tion of human rights. According to this 
theory every individual man is of su¬ 
preme value in the sight of God, for 
he is made in the image of God, he is 
called to be a child of God, for his sake 
Christ died and his heritage is life 
eternal." . . . 

"The Church at all times and in all 
places should be a fearless witness 
against political, social and economic 
injustice." 

(3) "Concerning Man's 
Responsibility to Man." 

“The practical problem of the modern 
world is 'How are people to live to¬ 
gether?' The failure of our human re¬ 
lationships in nearly every department 
of human life is undeniable, and this 
failure is due in the main to the fact 


that we do not recognize and act upor 
our common relationship to God." 

(4) "Concerning Religious and 
Civil Liberty." 

“Both Church and State are of God 
They have different functions to exer 
cise within a common purpose; at man} 
levels and from time to time there wil 
be tension between them, but if the 
tension turns into strife and enmity 
then one or other is outstepping it: 
proper sphere and function." 

(5) "Concerning Peace and War." 

"We urge all Christian people te 
combat the present disastrous trenc 
toward another world war. The grow 
ing fatalism on this subject is itself c 
danger." . . . 

. . . "Christians must also endeavo 
to remove the causes of war by strivinc 
for greater economic well beinc 
throughout the world, greater emphasi: 
on social welfare, better observanc: 
of human rights in every sphere, anc 
more constant use of international ne 
gotiation and conversation." 

(6) "Concerning the Spiritual, 
as Fundamental." 

"The overriding task at a time lik< 
this, when all human values are threat 
ened and man is being reduced to in 
significance by forces beyond the indi 
vidual's control, is the vindication o 
man against all that cheapens or de 
grades him, and the rebuilding of < 
culture in which personal life hold: 
the acknowledged primacy. This alom 
can be worthy of man's birthright as c 
child of God and heir of eternal life 
In that enterprise the Church must b< 
the leader." 

I trust that in 1949, an imporian 
year in our Church in Canada, we ma} 
have many sermons and addresses or 
these subjects, and not only so, bu 
also that we may develop in parishes 
where it may be possible, study group: 
for youth and adults. Exact knowledge 
obtained through careful study anc 
earnest prayer is the basis of effective 
action.

This diocese lags sadly behind the 
other districts in Canada in its con¬ 
tributions to the Archbishop Owen 
Memorial. 

Practically nothing has been sub¬ 
scribed here, while in some other dio¬ 
ceses the full quota has been received. 

Now I urge you most earnestly to 
get these donations into the hands of 
the Secretary-Treasurer of the diocese 
at the earliest possible moment, not 
only because the self-respect of the 
diocese is involved, but because the 
Memorial, for various reasons, is emi¬ 
nently worth while and will confer a 
tremendous spiritual benefit upon this 
ecclesiastical community and every 
person in it. 

Those of you who are acquainted 
with the life and work of Derwyn Tre¬ 
vor Owen, Primate of All Canada dur¬ 
ing the crucial years between 1934 and 
1947, will not require to be told how 
richly his pastorate lends itself to com¬ 
memoration. 

Few high dignitaries of the Church 
have labored so incessantly to acquaint 
themselves with the entire Canadian 
scene. 

He travelled extensively and under¬ 
standing^ without counting the cost 
to himself. 

He had a remarkably clear view of 
the Anglican Communion in all its 
beauty and historic continuity. 

He not only envisioned the Canadian 
Church as a highly unified entity, but 
saw it clearly in its relation to other 
Communions in Canada. 

It was this realization of the part 
it had to play in collaboration with 
other Communions that so amply justi¬ 
fied his selection as first President of 
the Canadian Council of Churches. 

Teaching 
of Church 

But His Grace the late Primate was 
not only the outstanding proponent of 
unity within the Church, to which his 
amazing charm and kindliness were 
forever devoted, but he was also mind¬ 
ful and watchful of the teaching of the 
Church. 

He continually placed emphasis upon 
the need for preserving the doctrines 
of the Faith in their purity.

He stood for an understanding and 
enlightened Anglicanism. 

The educational standards of the 
clergy were his continual concern. 

In his view, both clergy and laity 
must know the Faith to love the Faith. 

Therefore it can be said that his 
ministry moved always towards a uni¬ 
fied Church and towards an enlight¬ 
ened Church. 

Perpetuating 
His Purposes 

Now when it pleases God to remove 
from this earth those great men and 
women who stand high in our reverence 
and affection and whose work has 
meant much to us, it also pleases Him 
to make available to us those means 
by which their labors may be per¬ 
petuated among us.

Thus, there is a way by which the 
great light which was Derwyn Trevor 
Owen may be made to shine upon us 
for a term longer than his lifetime. 

That way lies in perpetuating his 
purposes. 

For that reason, the distinguished 
committee which set about the dis¬ 
covery of a Memorial that would most 
fittingly commemorate his Primacy had 
to look for a means that would fulfil 
the double purpose of contributing to 
the unification of the Church and con¬ 
tributing towards the spiritual enlight¬ 
enment of its people. 

The means they found, I think, were 
most excellent. 

Itinerant 

Lectureship 

The Archbishop Owen Memorial con¬ 
sists of two parts. 


The first part is a Lectureship which 
will bring to Church audiences in this 
country, from time to time, the most 
noted scholars or writers of interna¬ 
tional reputation to lecture to Canadian 
churchmen and churchwomen on the 
general subject: 

"The Church of England in relation ; 
to present day problems." 

These lecturers will be selected by J 
a special committee of the General j 
Synod which will also fix the time 
and place and subject matter of each | 
address. 

The lectures will be published and ! 
circulated so that their impact upon 
the thinking of the Canadian Church 
may be as widespread and forceful as 
possible. 

The peculiar virtue in this Lecture¬ 
ship is that it will afford a contact with 
the most brilliant thinking of the Com¬ 
munion in other parts of the world. 

In this respect, it will contribute ! 
definitely and richly to both the uni¬ 
fication and enlightenment of the 
Church and thus perpetuate the work 
of the late Primate. 

Theological 

Scholarships 

The second part of the Archbishop 
Owen Memorial consists of two scholar¬ 
ships or bursaries in Theology to be 
awarded each year to students in any 
of the Canadian Theological Colleges. 

We should note carefully, in this dio¬ 
cese, that conditions of the awards pro¬ 
vide that preference will be given to 
those students who are ready to serve, 
upon graduation, in one of the Church's 
missionary areas. 

With the clergy shortage so acute 
as it is at present, these scholarships 
and the conditions under which they 
are to be awarded are of vital interest 
to this diocese of Edmonton. 

The establishment of the Memorial, 
therefore, not only holds out a benefit 
to the whole Church, but a particular 
and intimate benefit to ourselves.

The girls suggested that they would 
like to get as many G.A. members from 
outside points to the spring festival as 
possible, and also that each group 
would entertain them during some 
week-end when ideas would be ex¬ 
changed with a view of making a closer 
union with all members. 

At a social evening held at All Saints' 
Parish Hall, Bishop Barfoot showed a 
very interesting movie on England and 
.the Lambeth Conference. The Bishop 


spoke of the highlights of the Confer¬ 
ence and his trip to Holland. A movie 
on the Anglican Girls' Senior Camp at 
Kapasiwin was shown also. 

A short church service was held, 
after which Jean Whittingback, Dio¬ 
cesan Girls' President, led the girls in 
games. Refreshments were served. 


ELIZABETH HOUSE GUILD REPORTS 
FINE YEAR 

The Third Annual Meeting of the 
Elizabeth House Guild was held in All 
Saints' Parish Hall on January 14. The 
reports covered fifteen months as the 
date of the Annual Meeting was 
changed in March, 1948, from Septem¬ 
ber to January. 

During this fifteen months period the 
Guild held fourteen regular meetings 
and one special meeting. 

Since the last annual meeting there 
have been two major accomplishments. 
First, the Guild recommended to the 
Board of Directors of Elizabeth House 
that a layman with a working knowl¬ 
edge of construction operations be add¬ 
ed to their number. Mr. Arthur J. Brown 
consented to accept the post and has 
been a most valuable addition. Second¬ 
ly, was the approval and paying for 
the addition to the living room which 
enlarged that room and provided two 
more bedrooms. This was done in such 
a way that if and when the time comes 
that a larger living room should be 
needed the bedroom partitions can be 
removed and a large spacious living 
room would be the result. 

There have been two minor improve¬ 
ments, which include the removal of 
the trees from the front of the House 
so that a lawn might be planted, and 
the repairs to the foundation. The 
foundation repairs are not quite com¬ 
plete but this will be done as soon 
as weather permits. 

Through the generosity of the North¬ 
western Utilities the cooking facilities 
have been greatly improved at the 
House by the contribution of another 
stove and repairs to the old one. 

Through the generosity of Mr. and 
Mrs. T. Dickson in loaning their home 
in September, 1948, a most successful 
coffee party was held. 

It is with regret that we learn that 
the Mother Superior of the Order of 
St. John the Divine has called Sister 
Isabel east to continue her work else¬ 


where. Best wishes are extended to 
Sister Amelia in her new role as Sister- 
in-Charge of the Elizabeth House. 

As to the repairs to the House, the 
Guild will soon be confronted with 
such projects as the porches, the stuc¬ 
coing and the grounds. Already the 
porch off the kitchen has been com¬ 
pleted, some materials paid for, but 
no bill for the labour has yet been 
submitted, but the front porch will 
have to await warmer weather. Re¬ 
cently the House has been insulated 
and the dumb-waiter is about ready 
for use. 

The Guild during the past five years 
has raised the sum of $24,869.26. At 
the present time there is $2,923.68 on 
hand, but $400 was received in Decem¬ 
ber, 1948, from the Tegler Trust and 
must be transferred to the Board of 
Directors of Elizabeth House because 
under the terms establishing the Tegler 
Trust they are unable to contribute to 
capital expenditures, but can con¬ 
tribute to maintaining such a home. 
Since about fifty per cent of the Guests 
at Elizabeth House are old age pen¬ 
sioners, this yearly grant has done 
much to help with current expenses. 

During the past fifteen months the 
Guild events have raised more money 
than at any other similar period. At 
the Fifth Annual Bazaar, which was 
held November 19, 1948, more money 
was raised than at any other previous 
bazaar.

VERMILION-WAINWRIGHT DEANERY 
CHAPTER MEETING 

Pursuant to notice the members of 
the Vermilion - Wainwright Deanery 
Chapter assembled at Mannville on 
January 11th for the first quarterly 
meeting of 1949. The session opened 
with the sacrament of the Holy Com¬ 
munion, with the rector of Mannville 
acting as celebrant. 

The members were entertained to 
luncheon at the rectory, following 
which they re-assembled for the busi¬ 
ness session at 2:00 p.m. 

The first item on the agenda was 
the roll call, the following being pres¬ 
ent: Rural Dean Orme, Reverends Cole, 
Brant, Teape, Ellway and Smith. The 
minutes of the previous meeting held 
at Vegreville on November 16th were 
adopted as printed and circulated. 

Under business arising out of min¬ 
utes, careful and correct inscription of 
all church records was emphasized. It 
was stated by one member that he had 
recently received a call from an Ed¬ 
monton law firm desiring information 
regarding a wedding which took place 
in 1919, but which had never been 
registered at the Bureau of Vital Sta¬ 
tistics. The informant remarked that 
he eventually located the desired in¬ 
formation, but found that the offici¬ 
ating clergyman had inserted one 
Christian name for the bridegroom, and 
that the party in question had signed 
a totally different name. What is more 
the record of this particular marriage 
was written in pencil. This one error 
on the part of the officiating clergyman 
caused a good deal of confusion to all 
parties concerned; the writing of sev¬ 
eral letters and a trip to the office of 
the Commissioner of Oaths. 

The subject of Parish Visiting came 
under discussion. It was agreed by all 
that whilst it is undoubtedly an im¬ 
portant part of the clergyman's duty, 
yet for many reasons, it is not possible 
for the average clergyman to perform 
this duty in a satisfactory manner. In 
the rural parish, the lack of trained 
leaders for the various organizations 
means that, of a necessity, the clergy¬ 
man must plan for and personally 
supervise many of the groups. Junior 
Choir work proved to be an interesting 
and fruitful topic. It brought to light 
the fact that we are all faced with the 
difficulty of finding suitable anthem 
material for the junior choir. As a re¬ 
sult of this discussion the Rev. Harry 


Brant was invited to present a paper 
on Church Music at the next Chapter 
meeting. It was unanimously agreed 
that we invite Bishop Barfoot to be 
present at thenext meeting. 

Mr. Orme invited the members to 
meet at Tofield for the next meeting 
at 11:30 on March 28th. The remainder 
of the business period was filled with 
a discussion upon the subject of Mixed 
Marriages, especially with regard to a 
certain denomination which does not 
willingly accept the union of members 
of other denominations with members of 
their own body, except where certain 
reservations are endorsed regarding the 
progeny of such a union. Whilst the 
strongest deprecation possible was 
voiced by all members regarding this 
practice, it was felt that as a protec¬ 
tive measure, some counter declaration 
should be instigated by our own church, 
whereby the declarant would acknowl¬ 
edge the authority of the church in 
this matter. Notice of motion was given 
by two members that a resolution re¬ 
garding Mixed Marriages would be 
presented at the next Chapter meeting.
